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Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


Our civilisation evolved during a period of relative stability of 
population during which the earths resources seemed so large in relation to 
man's requirements as to appear inexhaustible, The situation however has 
now changed,. Man*s numbers have increased, and the rate of increase has been 
accelerating, The large and rapidly increasing population demands even 
higher standards of living, in pursuit of which we are inceasing our demands 
for fuels, water, mineral ores and foods to levels which threaten soon to ex- 
haust the earths resources, Already we are close to exhausting the local re- 
sources of underground potable water, It has been predicted that reserves of 
petroleum and some metallic ores will be exhausted in 30 to 50 years if pres-— 
ent trends continue, We have yet to adjust our attitudes, our social customs, 
political aims and economic policies to the needs of this new situation, 
There are heartening signs that a growing number of people appreciate the 
problems which face mankind, and public acceptance of contraception and 
appreciation of the need for family limitation is growing as fast as the 


political drive to increase the availability of family planning services, 


Against this background the reduction of the birth rate of Barton- 
on-Humber from 19.1 in 1970, to 17.2 in 1971 and now to 15.4 in 1972 is a 
welcome trend, We still have far to go to reach the stable position where 
the number of births does not exceed the number of deaths, but the trend has 
started, and we mist see that it is maintained, A regular clinic is held by 
the Family Planning Association in the County Council Clinic premises, and 
the general practitioners in the town also provide contraceptive advice and 
prescribe the necessary supplies, It is clear from our statistics however 
that although these services are being used by married women their acceptance 
by the unmarried has not kept pace with the increase in sexual activity of 
that group, The town's illegitimacy rate which was only four per cent in 
1970, has now risen to 12 per cent of all births, This is a most disturbing 
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trend, The unmarried mother faces far greater difficulty than her married 
sister economically and emotionally as well as socially, Her child too 
suffers, for the lone parent is seldom able to provide as adequately as her 
married sister, Preoccupied with her problems she has less attention to 
spare for the physical, social and emotional needs of her child, She has 
difficulty in securing adequate housing, in furnishing the house when she 
gets a tenancy, has no one with whom to share responsibility for decision 
taking or to baby sit while she slips out to the shop, Unless she leaves 
and neglects her child she is deprived of a11 opportunity of recreation in 
the evenings and her social life is severely restricted. If some of these 
difficulties are solved because she remains in the parental home, tensions 
tend to develop within the family; If the house is a small one and over- 


crowded this is almost inevitable, 


Despite the fact that for several years Beretun school has run 
courses in which such matters are discussed, and the pupils are taught of 
the dangers of venereal disease, and told about methods of contraception 
it is clear that in Barton as in those areas where research has been done 
into acceptance of contraceptive advice, few of those unmarried youngsters 
who are sexually active take precautions to prevent pregnancy, Clearly 
unless this situation can be corrected, the proportion of families which 


experience hardship and social problems will rise, 


Despite improved facilities for obstetric care in the consultant 
unit at Scunthorpe Hospital and regular prenatal clinics in Barton the 
stillbirth and perinatal mortality rates rose again in 1972, These rates . 
however being based on very small numbers are highly susceptible to chance, 
and too much weight should not be given to the figures for any one year, 
Their level is still only just over a third of that reached during the 
period 1956 ~- 1958, 


The overall death rate for Barton in 1972 was unusually low, 
there being 18 fewer deaths than in 1971 despite the increase in population 


"at risk", 


As ugual, Ischaemic Heart Disease was by far the commonest single 
cause, and diseases of the heart and blood vessels combined to cause two 
thirds of all deaths, 
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Notifications of Tuberculosis rose to four, Depite the general fall 
in incidence, continued vigilance is necessary for the control of this infect~ 
ion, One of the cases was a child attending an infant school and the usual 
precaution of heaf testing all the pupils and X-ray examination of all the staff 


showed that no spread of infection had occurred at the school, 


The towns water supply remained free from bacterial pollution during 
1972, The nitrate pollution level remained just above that recommended but 
well within the level considered "acceptable" by World Health Organisation 
standards, This situation is likely to persist, It is therefore still 
necessary to warn mothers not to further concentrate the salts by boiling 
water to be used in the preparation of infant feeds, No case of methaemoglob- 


inaemia was detected during the year despite constant vigilance, 


An unusual environmental hazard which came to light during the year 
was an occupational one involving the employees of a firm which packed various 
agricultural chemicals, including some of which are highly toxic. Precautions 
to protect employees were unsatisfactory and the matter was referred to the 
Factories Inspectorate. Subsequent to the end of the year toxic dusts from 
these premises also caused environmental contamination and damage to gardens 


in the vicinity and action under the Public Health Act became necessary, 


Following the detection of excessive amounts of lead and arsenic in 
offal from cattle slaughtered at Haltemprice it was found that pastures in 
East Yorkshire were heavily contaminated for some distance around the Capper 
Pass Lead smelting works, Environmental sampling was therefore put in hand 
in Barton and in those parts of Glanford Brigg Rural District which were near 
to this factory, The amounts of lead found in vegetation at this side of the 
Estuary proved to be only one tenth of those found, at comparable distance 
from the works, on the north bank, Samples of animal faeces and blood con- 
firmed that there had been no increased intake of these toxic metals, A 
considerable number of human blood specimens were taken and blood estimations 
carried out. These showed that the amounts of lead in the blood of residents 
in Barton were lower than had been found in healthy residents of the city of 
leeds, 


It is clear from the results of these tests that the dissemination of 


lead and arsenic from the Capper Pass works must have been by some means 
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which did not convey the material across the estuary, and was probably by a 
combination of surface drift of dust and its conveyance by vehicles, This is 
confirmed by the results of a special series of tests on material filtered 
from the air by an instrument installed at the Clinic at Holydyke which showed 
only very low concentration of lead in the atmosphere despite our proximity to 


the new 600 foot chimney at Capper Pass, 


i. by-product of these investigations was the discovery of two infants 
with abnormally high blood lead levels, The reasonsfor this are not clear, 
Both lived in old houses in which lead paint had almost certainly been used in 
the past. One had been given old metal toys to play with, and the alloy of 
which these were made may have contained lead, At about the same time that 
these children's blood was tested the government introduced more stringent 
standards for lead content of tinned baby foods, following observation of 
raised blood lead in infants and evidence that such foods might be a signif- 
icant source, Several batches of imported plastic toys have been found to 
contain excessive amounts of lead, and had to be withdrawn from the market, 
Others may however have got through, for example those small plastic toys 
which are inside some Christmas crackers, or disguised in other ways are 


particularly likely to escape sampling and analysis. 


One of the babies found to have raised blood lead levels moved from 
an old house to a modern one, and a further blood test showed that the level 
had fallen sharply within a few weeks, In this case the source was almost 
certainly the old lead paint, 


Because of their habit of putting everything they touch into their 
mouths babies are particularly prone to lead poisoning. Recent investigations 
have raised the suspicion that lead is harmful to children at levels far lower 
than have hitherto been regarded as dangerous, Quite modest increases in 
bload lead have been found associated with "hyperactivity" , "behaviour 
problems" and "backwardness", Although a casual relationship has not been 
proven, and it may be that "backward" and "difficult" children are more prone 
to or persist longer at the sucking habit and thereby increase their lead 
content, it is wiser to assume that the lead is cause and not effect of brain 
damage, and to do all we can to minimise its absorption, 
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Those of us who live in old houses, parts of which may still have 
residues of old paints should be particularly careful to clean and remove all 
dust frequently. When old paintwork is being rubbed down preparatory to re- 
painting the danger can be particularly great, Such rubbing down should be 
carried out wet, using "wet and dry" paper instead of ordinary sandpaper, and 
toddlers should not be allowed into the room until the work has been finished 
and the. room washed and cleaned. After repainting with modern lead-free paints 


the risk will be much reduced, 


Many of the older houses have lead water pipes, Although the North 
Lindsey Water Board have increased the hardness of the water so that it is 
not plumbo-solvent it still becomes capable of dissolving lead from pipes if 
it is softened further in a domestic water softener. Water which has passed 
through.a domestic water softener should not be used for either drinking or 


cooking, 


The sources of lead are legion, Old fashioned lead soldiers, pewter 
mgs, some foils used in packaging, collapable tubes used for glues and tooth- 
paste, and metal objects which have been soldered are among the more obvious, 
and should be kept out of the reach of small children, Old car batteries can 
be a real danger, and their casings should never be burned as the resulting 
ash and dust is extremely rich in lead, It can be a serious source of danger 
to children who suck their dirty thumbs after touching a contaminated surface, 
That old paintwork is probably the major source of lead in children in our 
area is suggested by the fact that no child living in a modern house was found 


to have a raised blood level, 


Industrial air pollution is not at present a serious problem in 
Barton, The level of emission of nitrous fumes from the chemical works was 
well controlled during the year and the main sources of air pollution in the 
town are domestic fires and heating appliances. While this may well be re- 
duced in future as a result of the higher rate of grant aided improvement and 
the growing popularity of central heating systems, coal smoke will remain a 
hazard until action is taken under the clean air act, The majority of houses 
in the town still depend largely upon the burning of soft bituminous coal in 


open fire-places and emit smoke at low level from chimeys, Barton is a town 
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of predominantly two and single storey development, situated in a valley, In 
winter a pall of low lying smoke can clearly be seen, with eddies in the lee 


of houses carrying it down to ground level. 


I am indebted to Mr, Kirk and to Mr, French for the work they have 
done in maintaining standards of food hygiene, environmental hygiene, and in 
maintaining the refuse collection service despite the increased load due to 
new development and the increasing burden caused by excessive packaging, 
Details of their work are contained as usual in the latter pages of this report, 
I am also indebted to Dr, A, V. Sheard for so ably maintaining services during 
the long periods I was away from the district during 1972 attending courses 


in preparation for the forthcoming reform of the Health Services,
